However, this lull in the interest level 
was more likely due to the fact that a 
part-time supervisor could not become

reality until after the current supervi- 
sor’s term was up in November 2000. 
The board appeared unwilling to hire a 
township superintendent with a full- 
time supervisor so perhaps the intent 
was to wait until they could get the 
supervisor reduced to part time. 
However, with the creating of the 
executive assistant, the spotlight was 
once again moved to the role of the 
supervisor. The current Supervisor Da- 
vid Glaab has clearly expressed his 
desire for the superintendent position 
and Trustee Glaab along with Trustee 
McKinney has also expressed an inter- 


est. 


This second piece of the puzzle had 
a rocky start at the December meeting. 
Not only was it added to the agenda at 
the meeting, but nobody seemed to 
want to support a motion that was 
quickly made by Trustee Glaab. After a 
moment of uncomfortable silence the 
Supervisor, in a rare moment, support- 
ed the motion to keep it alive. 

Trustee McKinney spoke about the 
need for a township superintendent and 
felt the creation of an executive assis- 
tant would detract from that idea. He

did not want to create this position at 
the expense of what he considered to 
be the more important position. He 
expressed his idea of a professional 
employee running the township with a 
“citizen supervisor.” Because of this, 
he was not in favor of creating .the 
assistant position. 

Treasurer Adkins spoke in opposi- 
tion fearing that the hiring of an assis- 
tant would eventually have a superin- 
tendent joining the ranks making three 
parties doing the supervisor’s job. 

Trustee Mason asked for projected 
cost of the hiring and the supervisor 


responded that he hoped to fill the posi- 


‘tion for less than $30,000. 

Clerk Bowers asked if the employee 
would be an “at will” employee and 
would benefits be provided. To both 
questions the supervisor replied “yes.” 

Trustee Glaab spoke in favor of the 
position remarking that he had still not 
given up on the idea of hiring a super- 
intendent. He added that the position 
would assist a “talented individual” 
(the supervisor). 

It was the supervisor that actually 
spoke the most in favor of the position. 





At the December 14th Huron School Board 
meeting, the Superintendent announced that the 
Science Curriculum Committee had completed 
its work and made a recommendation regarding 
the purchase of new science books. 

Deborah Krause headed a committee of five 
people that not only reviewed the proposed 
texts but also attended seminars. The commit- 
tee noted the new textbooks will put the district 
in line for meeting the twelve “bench marks” as 
established by the State of Michigan. The text- 
books are for the K-5 children and will be avail- 
able for the 1999-2000 school year. 

Ms. Krause spoke very highly of the text- 
books they had chosen and the board agreed 
with a unanimous vote to purchase the books 
for $67,000. The Superintendent also reminded 
the board that the vendor had agreed to provide 
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additional study material valued a $12,000 at no 
additional cost. 

In another matter, the board considered the 
permanent expulsion of a junior high student. In 
an unusual move, the parent of the student 
requested a public hearing. The board listened 
to presentation of the facts from the superinten- 
dent and a response from the mother of the stu- 
dent. A Huron Township police officer also 
spoke briefly regarding his involvement in the 
incident, with the student, that occurred after 
the student left the school campus without 
authorization. 

The mother spoke in an articulate and infor- 
mative manner and indicated that the student 
was in therapy and she requested that the child 
remain in school. However, the board must 
have felt the evidence was convincing because 
they unanimously voted to permanently expel 
the student. The Superintendent indicated that 
permanent expulsion meant that the parent 
could request a hearing to consider reinstating 
the student after one year. 


The supervisor, who normally prides 
himself on brief and to the point com- 
ments, spent a great deal of time talk- 
ing about the subject. He spoke of the 
“bigger picture” that the supervisor 
could look at with the help of an assis- 
tant. He spoke of the need to attend 
meetings and meet with other officials 
and felt the assistant could handle the 
constitute complaints or other duties as 
directed by the supervisor. 


He also added that the position 
would require “secretary-type duties” 
which seemed to bemuse some of the 
board members, 


The position was created by a vote 
of 4-3 with support from Trustee 
Glaab, Supervisor Glaab, Clerk Bow- 
ers and Trustee Mason. Voting in oppo- 
sition was Trustee Adkins, Treasurer 
Adkins and Trustee McKinney 


The position will be posted and like- 
ly go through the interview process. 
With the future hiring anticipated, the 
second piece of the four-part puzzle 
will be in place.
